lives and property of its subjects there 
under the protection of the United 
State,s government.

a masterly stroke in diplomacy by 
•which; will'be removed all possibility 
of a clash between German and Amer- 
ican interests in and about Manilla", 
and notice to all the world aud es- 
pecially to any Americans who enterr

of sinister 


designs by Germany, of the wish and 
purpose of the German empire to cul- 
tivate the friendship 
of the United 


States. 


By it Germany at .once places the 


protection of all her large Interests in 
the islands almost completely in ouv 
hands. 


The announcement of this act o£ the 


German government came at the close 
of a day that had been full of sensa- 
tional rumors of a clash between tlie 
Americans and Germans In Manilla, 
the rumors finally going so far as to 
assert fiat Admiral Dewey had fired 
on and sunk a German warvesse! at 
Manilla. 


These rumors spread despite the fact 


that the cable connecting Manilla with 
the outer world Is in the control of the 
United States government, so that it 
might be reasonably expeced that it 
•would te the government to receive the 
first news of any dlsacter or collision 
at Manilla, and that at the White 
House, war .department and navy de- 
partment positive denials were made 
of the receipt ot any news tending 
even In ^the slightest degree to con- 
firm the rumors. 


The German government followed 


Its announcement to the state depart- 
ment of a purpose to order its vessels 
away from the Philippines with a 
formal application to the United States 
government to undertake the protec- 
tion of all the Germans In the Philip- 
pines, not only in person but in prop- 
erty.

Mend Yonr Bircl'jt I-ess. 


Young chickens and other birds fre- 


quently break the bones of tbeir legs, 
and if properly attended to these frac- 
tnres can be easily tnred with very lit- 
tle trouble.- As soon as the injury is 
noticed the fracture must be carefnlly 
cleaned and washed with warm water 
and then wrapped with a bit of antisep- 
tic cotton. Splints "are then prepared 
for the fractured limb, preferably of 
split elder wood, the pith of which is 
taken ont. These splints are fastened 
to the cotton with a drop of , glue, and 
held 'tightly in place by being wound 
with linen thread. The bandage and 
dressing are left undisturbed for from 
three to four weeks, then the leg is 
sonked in tepid water until the bandage 
comes off easily. The fracture will have 
completely healed in that time. 


Canaries and other pet birds can be 


similarly treated in case of a fracture 
of a leg, only the elder splints are sub- 
stituted by pieces of cardboard and the 
bandage is left bnt two weeks on the 
little winged patients. 


KnlHr Swimming; Feat*. 


Tho Kaffirs are great swimmers. They 


can do things in the water -which other 
folk would look npon with astonish- 
ment. For example, a Kaffir boy can 
ford a stream shoulder high, running 
as swiftly as if shot from a torrent. 
The way they accomplish the feat is 
thus: .Jnst before entering the water 
they get a huge stone, sometimes as 
heavy as themselves, and with' the help 
of a companion place it upon the head. 
A weight like this gives the toy bal- 
ance, and he can keep his footing 
against the heaviest stream. If ha were 
to drop tho stone, he would be so light 
that the water would sweep him off his 
ieel. And this is just one of the Kaffir 
tricks to accomplish things against tide 
nnd flood.

Washington, March 1,—The effort to 


confirm 
the nominations advancing 


Admirals Schley and Sampson in tho 
executive session of the senate again 
failed. 


This result was due to the objections 


of Senators' 'Butler, Pettigrew and 
Stewart, who talked through tho exe- 
cutive session, thus preventing the 
taking of a vote. 


Senator Butler made the principal 


speech of the session. 
He hased his 


objection to advancement of Mr. Samp- 
son upon the revelations of'the pub- 
lished record o£ the two officers, re- 
ferring with .emphasis to the fact that 
Admiral Sampson had himself been 
responsible for'Admiral Schley'a re- 
maining'at Cienfuegos. 


Mr. Butler charged that the dispatch 


.making this order had bean suppressed 
and he asserted that it must have been 
concealed in. Mr. Sampson's behalf. At 
any rate (the conduct of Sampson iu 
giving the order 'and' 'then "holding 
Schley responsible for the delay was 
"conduct unworthy of any man and un- 
'.'• becoming an .officer, and Mr. Butler 
eaid he could never give his assent to 
the confirmation of the nomination of 
any man guilty of such treatment o£ 
a subordinate. 


The presentation of this point led 


to a controversy as to whether Samp- 
Eon had ever issued the order. 


Senator Foraker appeared especially 


anxious to secure confirmation or de- 
nial of this accusation, indicating his 
opposition if it. was based upon cor- 
rect information. He wanted to know 
why, if such an order had been issued 
It had not been included in the record 
of the two officers sent to the-senate 
by the secretary of the navy. 


To this friends of Admiral Sampson 


replied that, it was to be presumed 
that it would have been if such an or- 
der had ever been issued. 


Senator Pettigrew quoted from Ad- 


miral Schley's statement and said: 
"No one can get' around that logic. 
This matter is of record if the other 
is not, and enough is known to show 
the unfairness of Sampson without re- 
gard to the other matter at all." 


Senator Gorman made an appeal for 


action and in this was Joined by Sea- 
tor Wellington. 
Both spoke as the 


friend of Mr. Schley. Mr. Gorman said 
that he agreed with those who claimed 
that there had been unfair discrimina- 
tion against Mr. Schley, but he said he 
waited him confirmed and he saw no 
means of protecting Schley without 
also advancing Sampson.

Lakes That Change Color. 


It is well known that the water of 


many lakes exhibits characteristic col 
ors. The lake of Geneva, at the western 
end of Switzerland, is blue, while tlin 
lake of Constance, at the eastern end . : 
Switzerland, is green. Blueness implies 
purity, since the natural color of water 
ia blue. A green lake has its water 
slightly clouded with impurities, which 
maybe exceedingly fine particles, sep- 
arately invisible. Professor Springof the 
University of Liege says that green 
lakes sorhgtimes become absolutely col- 
orless for a time,.and he has found that 
this sudden change of hue is due to the 
washing into the lakes of mud colored 
red by oxide of iron. Red is comple- 
mentary to green, and the result of the 
mixture is that the green oolor of the 
water becomes for the time neutralized.

son upon the revelations of the pub- 
lished record of the two officers, re- 
ferring with .emphasis to the fact that 
Admiral Sampson had himself been 
responsible for' Admiral Schley's 're- 
maining'at Cienfuegos. , , 


Mr..Butler charged that the dispatch 


making this order had been suppressed 
and he asserted that it must have been 
concealed in. Mr. Sampson's behalf. At 
any rate\the conduct of Sampson iu 
giving the order and 'then 'h'olding 
'Schley responsible for the delay was 
'conduct unworthy of any man and un- 
becoming an .officer, and Mr. Butler 
eaid he could never give his assent to 
the confirmation of the nomination of 
any man guilty of such treatment of 
a subordinate. 


The. 
presentation of this point led 


to a controversy as to whether Samp- 
son had ever issued the order. 


Senator Foraker appeared especially 


anxious to secure confirmation or de- 
nial of this accusation, indicating his 
opposition if it was baaed upon cor- 
rect Information. He wanted to know 
why, if such an order had been issued 
it had not been included in the record 
of the two officers sent to the • senate 
by the secretary of the navy. 


To this friends of Admiral Sampson 


replied that.it was to be presumed 
that it would have been if such an or- 
der had ever been issued. 


Senator Pettigrew quoted from Ad- 


miral Schley's statement and said: 
"No one can get around that logic. 
This matter is of record if the other 
Is not, and enough Is known to show 
the unfairness of Sampson without re- 
gard to the other matter at all." 


Senator Gorman made an appeal for 


action and in this was joined by Sen- 
tor Wellington. 
Both spoke as the 


friend of Mr. Schley. Mr. Gorman said 
that he agreed with those who claimed 
that there had been unfair discrimina- 
tion against Mr. Schley, but he said he 
wanted him confirmed and he saw no 
means of protecting Schiey without 
also advancing Sampson.
